Ft. Petersburg, Feb. 21.— With th<* 
decision during the day of the student 
body of the 
g n a t University 
of St. 
Petersburg to suspend studies for the 
remainder of the university year, al­ 
most the whole educational system of 
Russia 
has entered 
on a period 
of 
stagnation, the protest of the youth 
of Russia against the bureaucratic sy s­ 
tem 
and other 
governmental 
griev­ 
ances. 
Other universities of Russia, 
gym nasia and even grammar schools 
were already on strike, and the mili­ 
tary in various portions of the empire 
have been obliged to resort to force 
to restrain sc hoolboys of tender years, 
who are 
Joining the general 
move­ 
ment. 
The meeting of St. Petersburg stu­ 
dents, at which more than 3,000 par­ 
ticipated, besides voting with unani­ 
mity to suspend studies until Sept. l # 
adopted a set of political resolutions 
demanding 
the formation 
of a con­ 
stituent assembly and characterizing 
the proposed summoning of the zem- 
sl<\ zabor as inadequate for the enu r- 
gency. 
The resolutions, after spc ik­ 
ing of “the progressive demoralization 
of Russia under the inflm n e of the 
absolute regime,” declare for freedom 
of speech, the press, const ience, the 
right of association and assembly, and 
to strike, which are described as neces­ 
sary conditions for the 
further prog* 
j ress of Russia. 


Sympathized W ith Workingmen. 


The meeting also unanimously de­ 
cided to express disapproval of the a« - 
non of thi' government in dealing with 
the workmen who attempted to pre­ 
sent their petition to the emperor on 
Jau. 22, and its sympathy with the vic­ 
tims of the soldiery. 
A large faction 
voted in favor of stopping the war. A 
strong revolutionary feeling was mani­ 
fested at the meeting, the red flag was 
waved 
and 
the “ M arseillaise” 
and 
other revolutionary songs were chant­ 
ed. 
A large portrait of the emperor 
in 
the great auditorium 
of the 
uni­ 
versity whore the mooting was held 
was torn in strips. 
The police did not 
interfere. 
Strong forces of police and Cossacks 
had been posted outside the buildings 
to prevent an expected street demon­ 
stration, but none occurred. 
Many professors and instructors in 
the university 
were present 
at 
the 
m eeting, most of whom were' in full 
sympathy with the objects of the as­ 
sembly. 
Two tutors and a small num­ 
ber of students who wished to obtain 
their diplomas this year made an in­ 
effectual attempt to stem the general 
tide.

Created Consternation Along Jap Line» 
of Communication. 
Mukden, Feb. 21.—General Rennen- 
kam pffs division, which 
moved out 
Fob. 14. has returned from a daring 
re< onnoissance, having 
succeeded in 
passing 
around 
the Japanese 
left 
flank and penetrating well to the rear, 
causing 
considerable 
consternation 
along the lino of Japanese communi­ 
cations. The losses were insignificant. 
It was merely a raid, with no intention 
to strike in the direction of Yinkow, 
The 
first 
day the* 
division, 
which 
moved in two columns, drove in the 
Japanese cavalry and travelled twenty- 
five miles, stopping for the* night in tho 
village of Sant ait so, nine* miles south­ 
west of Syacobeke, on the* line with 
I.iaovang and tho southward Japanese» 
positions. 
Throughout the night Rus 
sian videttes were in touch with th<* 
Japanese and in the morning brought 
in information that a force of infantry 
was 
moving northwestward 
with a 
view of cutting oft the Russians, while 
a body of 6,000 Chinese bandits, said 
to be commanded by a Chinese govern­ 
or, appeared to the southward to pro­ 
ve in a move merit on Yinkow had such 
been the intention. 
At this juncture 
the* commander determined, instead of 
retiring and abandoning his purpose of 
a reoonnoissance, 
to strike 
in east­ 
ward, discover 
the strength 
of the 
enemy and threaten his rear. 
This 
bold 
movement was 
successful. 
At 
noon 
columns 
of Japanese 
cavalry 
were encountered; but 
meeting the 
fire of 1 ho transbaikal 
batteries, the 
Japanese fled with Cossacks in pur­ 
suit. 
A battalion of Japanese infantry 
opened fire from a village. 
The Rus­ 
sian left, which had c hanged front, ad­ 
vanced and 
forced the 
Japanese to 
abandon the village. 
Owing to dark­ 
ness and

suit was suspended.

W O R K M E N T A K E A BOLD STEP. 


Pf. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—W ith the 
decision during the day of the student 
body of the 
great University 
of St. 
Petersburg to suspend studies for the 
remainder of the university year, al­ 
most the whole educational system of 
Russia 
has entered 
on a period 
of 
stagnation, the protest of the youth 
of Russia against the bureaucratic sys­ 
tem 
and other 
governmental 
griev­ 
ances. 
Other universities of Russia, 
gymnasia and even gram m ar schools 
were already on strike, and the mili­ 
tary in various portions of the empire 
have been obliged to resort to force 
to restrain schoolboys of tender years, 
who are 
joining the general 
move­ 
ment. 
The meeting of St. Petersburg stu­ 
dents, at which more than 3,000 par­ 
ticipated, besides voting with unani­ 
mity to suspend studies until Sept. I, 
adopted a set of political resolutions 
demanding 
the formation 
of a con­ 
str uent assembly and characterizing 
the proposed summoning of the zem- 
sky zabor as inadequate for the em er­ 
gency. 
The resolutions, after speak­ 
ing of “the progressive demoralization 
of Russia under the influent e of the 
absolute regim e/’ declare for freedom 
of speech, the press, conscience, the 
right of association and assembly, and 
to strike, which are described as neces­ 
sary conditions for the 
further prog­ 
ress of Russia. 


Sympathized With Workingmen. 
The m eeting also unanimously de­ 
cided to express disapproval of the ac­ 
tion of the government in dealing with 
the workmen who attempted to pre­ 
sent their petition to the em peror on 
Jail. 2", and its sympathy with the vic­ 
tims of the soldiery. 
A large faction 
voted in favor of stopping the war. A 
strong revolutionary feeling was m ani­ 
fested at the meeting, the red flag was 
waved 
and 
the “M arseillaise” 
and 
other revolutionary songs were chant­ 
ed. 
A large portrait of the em peror 
in 
the great auditorium 
of the 
uni­ 
versity where the meeting was held 
was torn in strips. 
The police did not 
interfere. 
St rong forces of police and Cossac ks 
had been posted outside the buildings 
to prevent an expected street demon­ 
stration, but none occurred. 
Many professors and instructors in 
the university 
were present 
at 
the 
meeting, most of whom were in full 
sympathy with the objects of the as­ 
sembly. 
Two tutors and a small num ­ 
ber of students who wished to obtain 
their diplomas this year made an in­ 
effectual attem pt to stem the general 
tide.

Identity of the assassin of Grand Duke 
Sergius lias not been ascertained, the 
police have become convinced th at he 
is not a workman, but a man of good 
birth. 
He strongly objects to donning 
prison attire and refused for a long 
time to take off his warm undershirt 
for fear of catching cold. 
The force of the 
explosion of the 
bomb which killed 
the grand duke, 
registered a violent vibration in the 
seimosgraph in the physical institu­ 
tion two miles distant, therefore show­ 
ing by the instrum ent that the assassi­ 
nation occurred exactly at 2:46 o’clock 
in the afternoon.

Created Consternation Along Jap Lines 
of Communication. 
Mukden. Feb. 21.—General Rennen- 
kampff's division, which 
moved out 
Feb. 14. has returned from a daring 
reconnoissance, having 
succeeded in 
passing 
around 
the Japanese 
left 
Hank and penetrating well to the rear, 
causing 
considerable 
consternation 
along the line of Japanese communi­ 
cations. The losses were insignificant. 
It, was merely a raid, with no intention 
to strike in the direction of Yinkow. 
Tile 
first 
day the 
division, 
which 
moved iii two columns, drove in the 
Japanese cavalry and travelled twenty- 
five miles, stopping for the night in the 
village of Santaitse, nine miles south­ 
west cl Syacobeke, on the line with 
Liaoyang and the southward Japanese 
positions. 
Throughout the night Rus­ 
sian videttes were in touch with the 
Japanese and in the morning brought 
in information that a force of infantry 
was 
moving northwestward 
with a 
view of cutting oft the Russians, while 
a body of 5,000 Chinese bandits, said 
to be commanded by a Chinese govern­ 
or, appeared to the southward to pre­ 
vent a movement on Yinkow had such 
been the intention. 
At this juncture 
the commander determined, instead of 
retiring and abandoning his purpose of 
a reconnoissance, 
to strike 
in east- 
ward, discover 
the strength 
of the 
enemy and threaten his rear. 
This 
bold 
movement was 
successful. 
At 
noon 
columns 
of Japanese 
cavalry 
were encountered; but 
meeting the 
fire of the transbaikal 
batteries, tho 
Japanese fled with Cossacks in pur­ 
suit. 
A battalion of Japanese infantry 
omened fire from a village. 
The Rus­ 
sian left, which had changed front, ad­ 
vanced ami 
forced the 
Japanese to 
abandon the village. 
Owing to dark­ 
ness and 
lack of knowledge 
of the 
strength of the Japanese further pur­ 
suit was suspended. 
The division, having accomplished 
Its task, retraced its road, meeting no 
serious 
resistance. 
The 
Russian 
losses were one Cossack killed and an 
ensign and elevon men wounded. 


Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 21.— Meager 
rf ports say th at 105 men arc burled 
In the Vinginia mines, eighteen miles 
from Birmingham. 
It is feared that 
all the men are dead. 
Relief trains 
carrying physicians and laborers have 
been sent to the mines 
The men can­ 
not be reached for many hours. 
The mines belong to the Alabama 
Steel 
and W ire 
company, and 
are 
leased by Reid & Co. 
Both white and 
colored m iners are employed, and only 
recently union miners went to work. 
The slopes are well 
situated, and 
there has never been any trouble from 
gas heretofore. 
It is said that tho ac­ 
cident was caused by a cave in, due to 
the giving way of the timbers 
News of the disaster spread rapidly 
through the whole region.

marine corps was stricken out, as was 
the 
provision authorizing 
the

than at the Mare Island navyyard in 
California. 
In order to do the work 
better an item of $175,000 was inserted 
for the proper equipment of the Mare 
Island yard. 
Several times during the debate the 
assassination of Grand Duke Sergius 
of Russia was referred to, the subject 
being brought up by Representative 
Baker of New York, who condemned 
the action of President Roosevelt in 
sending a m essage 
of condolence to 
Russia. 
The people, he declared, did 
view with abhorrence the m assacre in 
St. Petersburg 
on Jan. 
22, but 
the 
president, he said, had not seem fit to 
send a m essage of condolence on that 
occasion. 
He was replied to by Mr. Grosvenor 
of Ohio, who took the ground th at re­ 
gardless of the character of tin' duke, 
or the question of the right or wrong 
of Russia’s policy toward her subjects, 
the president, in sending the message, 
had

recognized as his duty.

W O R K M E N T A K E A BOLD STEP. 


Ft. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—W ith the 
decision during the day of the student 
body of the 
great University 
of St. 
Petersburg to suspend studies for the 
remainder of the university year, al­ 
most the whole educational system of 
Russia 
has entered 
on a period 
of 
stagnation, the protest of the youth 
of Russia against the bureaucratic sys­ 
tem 
and other 
governmental 
griev­ 
ances. 
Other universities of Russia, 
gymnasia and even gram m ar schools 
were already on strike, and the mili­ 
tary in various portions of the empire 
have been obliged to resort to force 
to restrain schoolboys of tender years, 
who are 
joining the general 
move­ 
ment. 
The meeting of St. Petersburg stu­ 
dents, at, which more than 3,000 par­ 
ticipated, besides voting with unani­ 
mity to suspend studies until Sept. 1, 
adopted a set of political resolutions 
demanding 
the formation 
of a con­ 
stituent assembly and characterizing 
the proposed summoning of the zem- 
sky zabor as inadequate for the em er­ 
gency. 
The resolutions, after speak­ 
ing of “the progressive demoralization 
of Russia under the influen: e of the 
absolute regime,” declare for freedom 
of speech, the press, conscience, the 
right of association and assembly, and 
to strike, which are described as neces­ 
sary conditions for the 
further prog­ 
ress of Russia. 
Sympathized With Workingmen. 
The meeting also unanimously de­ 
cided to express disapproval of the ac­ 
tion of 1 he government in dealing with 
the workmen who attempted to pre­ 
sent their petition to the em peror on 
Jan. 2”, and its sympathy with the vic­ 
tims of the soldiery. 
A large faction 
voted in favor of stopping the war. A 
strong revolutionary feeling was m ani­ 
fested at the meeting, the red flag was 
waved 
and 
the “M arseillaise” 
and 
other revolutionary songs were chant­ 
ed. 
A large portrait of the em peror 
in 
the great auditorium 
of the 
uni­ 
versity where the meeting was held 
was torn in strips. 
The police did not 
interfere. 
Strong forces of police and Cossacks 
had been posted outside the buildings 
to prevent an expected street demon­ 
stration, but none occurred. 
Many professors and instructors in 
the university were present at 
the 
meeting, most of whom were in full 
sympathy with the objects of the as­ 
sembly. 
Two tutors and a small num ­ 
ber of students who wished to obtain 
their diplomas this year made an in­ 
effectual attem pt to stem the general 
tide.

Created Consternation Along Jap Lines 
of Communication. 
Mukden. Feb. 21.—General Rennen- 
kampff's division, which 
moved out 
Feb. 14. has returned from a daring 
reconnoissance, having 
succeeded in 
passing 
around 
the Japanese 
left 
flank and penetrating well to the rear, 
causing 
considerable 
consternation 
along the line of Japanese com m uni­ 
cations. The losses were insignificant. 
It was merely a raid, with 110 intention 
to strike in the direction of Yinkow. 
The

day the

moved in two columns, drove in the 
Japanese cavalry and travelled twenty- 
five miles, stopping for the night in the 
village of Santaitse, nine miles south­ 
west of Syacobeke, 011 the line with 
I.iaovang and the southward Japanese 
positions.

or, appeared to the southward to pre­ 
vent a movement 011 Yinkow had such 
been the intention. 
At this juncture 
the commander determined, instead of 
retiring and abandoning his purpose of 
a reconnoissance, 
to strike 
in east­ 
ward, discover 
the strength 
of the 
enemy and threaten his rear. 
This 
bold 
movement was 
successful. 
At 
noon 
columns 
of Japanese 
cavalry 
were encountered; but 
meeting the 
fire of the transbaikal 
batteries, the 
Japanese fled with Cossacks in pur­ 
suit. 
A battalion of Japanese Infantry 
opened fire from a village. 
The R us­ 
sian left, which had changed front, ad­ 
vanced and 
forced the 
Japanese to 
abandon the village. 
Owing to dark­ 
ness and 
lack of knowledge 
of the 
strength of the Japanese further pur­ 
suit was suspended. 
The division, having accomplished 
Its task, retraced its road, meeting no 
serious 
resistance. 
The 
Russian 
losses were one Cossack killed and an 
ensign and eleven men wounded.

T h a t our people endure 
them is an Indication of degeneracy, as 
it will unquestionably Ue the cause of 
a more rapid descent. 
It Is morally 
certain th a t the vigor of the race can 
be maintained only by personal eon 
tact w ith the m other earth from which 
we sprang, w hich nourishes us to hot 
bosom w hen we die. 
W hy this Is, pet 
haps no one knows, but It Is w ithin the 
knowledge of all th a t the vigor of th* 
city is constantly recruited from coun 
try- life. 
To deprive children of daily 
contact w ith the soli is a sin. 
The evil of tlu* tenem ent house w as 
not realized until it passed from the 
slums, because few of us kuow how the 
other half Uves. 
It is perhaps not so 
desperate a m isfortune to those who 
live by manual labor, for they get their 
contact w ith ourtli in other ways, and 
their children, less vexed by the con­ 
ventions of society, find access to the 
soil by some m eans and pass, while 
till young, to the occupations of their 
parents. 
The m ost terrible effect of the 
tenem ent house is in th«* families of the 
“salaried” class us distinguished from 
the “ wage earn ers” and who tilt from

remaining

enough anyw here 
for home associa­ 
tions to be formed. 
There can perhaps 
be no home associations w orthy of tin* 
nann* w h ich are not connected w ith a 
piece of oixni ground in the sole pos­ 
session of the family. 
It would seem 
th a t in our larger cities this privilege 
ran no longer be enjoyed except by the 
rich.*—San Francisco Chronicle.

Th«* passing of the home is the sad 
dest phenomenon of modern city life. 
The tenem ent house, w hich we seek to 
disguise under the nam e of “ flat,” is a 
most wretched substitute for the h um ­ 
blest of homes. T h at our people endure 
them is an indication of degeneracy, as 
it will unquestionably be tlie cause of 
more rapid descent. 
It is morally 
certain that the vigor of the race can 
to maintained only by personal con­ 
tact with the mother earth from which 
we sprang, which nourishes 11s to her 
bosom w hen we die. 
W hy this is, per­ 
haps no one knows, but it is w ithin the 
knowledge of all th a t the vigor of the 
city is constantly recruited from coun­ 
try life. 
To deprive children of daily 
contact w ith the soil is a sin. 
The evil of the tenem ent house was 
not realized until it passed from the 
slums, because few of us know how the 
other half lives. 
It is perhaps not so 
desperate a m isfortune to those who 
live by m anual labor, for they get their 
contact with earth in other ways, and 
their children, less vexed by the con­ 
ventions of society, find access to the 
soil by some means and pass, while 
still young, to the occupations of their 
parents. 
The most terrible effect of the 
tenem ent house is in the families of the 
“salaried” class as distinguished from 
tin* “wage earners” and who flit from 
flat to flat, 
seldom 
rem aining 
long 
enough anyw here 
for home associa­ 
tions to be formed. 
There can perhaps 
be no home associations w orthy of the 
name which are not connected w ith a 
piece of opon ground in the sole pos­ 
session of the family. 
It would seem 
that In our larger cities this privilege 
can 110 longer be enjoyed except by the 
rich.—San Francisco Chronicle.

thoso who had not paid up. The ag­ 
gregate amount of delinquent collections 
is $1,000. Tho m atter of making these 
collections was discussed at length and 
finally a motion prevailed in effect that 
all delinquents be notified that unless 
these bills bo paid by March I the 
lights would be shut off. 
The members of the street committee, 
to whom was referred the m atter of 
paving Oak street recommended that 
the work be delayed for a time. 
The 
report was on motion accepted. 
Alder­ 
man Murphy, who has been the chief 
sponser in this matter, was not able to 
be present last night but he will doubt­ 
less be heard from again. 
Chairman Armstrong, of the fire com­ 
mittee, reported th at the leaks in the 
water pipes on Oak street in East 
Brainerd had been repaired. The re­ 
port was on motion accepted. 
The question of purchasing a tire team 
to replace tho team now in use was 
brought up again last night. 
Alder­ 
man Armstrong stated th at his commit­ 
tee would recommend th a t the city clerk 
correspond with different dealers in 
horses in Little Falls and the twin 
cities to see what can be done. This 
action was decided upon and Clerk Low 
w ll get busy. 
Chairman Opsahl, of the street com­ 
mittee, reported th a t the rock crusher 
is being worked every day, and that 
good progress was being made. 
The pot boiled again last night in the 
roasting departm ent of the city tiro 
laddies, when a resolution was present­ 
ed to the effect th a t on and after March 
lo the membership of each tire com­ 
panies in the city be reduced to lotnem- 
b.'rs. 
The resolution provided

Chief Bennett was called upon for a 
statem ent as to the purpose of tho reso­ 
lution.

Alder­ 
man Murphy, who has been the chief 
sponsor in this matter, was not able to 
be present last night but he will doubt­ 
less be heard from again.

Chief Bennett was called upon for a 
statement as to the purpose of tho reso­ 
lution. He stated that the object was 
to place each company in the depart­ 
ment on an equal basis; that to alleviate 
the present condition where tho two 
East Brainerd companies have thirty 
members each, giving them a represen­ 
tation of BO members, while the three 
companies down town have only 15 mem­ 
bers to a company, giving them a repre­ 
sentative of but 45 men, a change 
would be necessary.

by Mr. A squith’s 
am endm ent 
last week. 
T he Redmond am endm ent 
was carefully calculated, 
in fact, to 
underm ine tho governm ent’s majority. 
Interest in the debate was intensified 
by a well defined report in the lobbies, 
and which quickly spread elsew here, 
that the Marl of Dudley had resigned 
the lord lieutenantcy of Ireland. 
T his 
report, which was given wide credence, 
although denied, put heart in the N a­ 
tionalists, who m ade the attack on the 
Earl of Dudley one of the features of 
their speeches. 
T he debate drew crowded galleries, 
and peers especially were noticeable. 
Tim critical situation, 
coupled with 
the clever tactics of tho Irish N ation­ 
alists, kept 
the galleries 
interested 
and alert until midnight. 


Demand for Home Rule. 


Mr. R edm ond’s speech was an un­ 
com prom ising demand for home rule. 
He directly and unsparingly charged 
individual m em bers of the Irish adm in­ 
istration 
with 
Incompetency. 
Both 
Redmond and Mr. Moore (Irish U nion­ 
ist), who 
followed, made 
a special 
point of what they term ed the "sham e­ 
ful tre a tm e n t’’ of Sir Antony Mac Don­ 
nell in connection 
with the now fa­ 
mous differences in the m inistry over 
the devolution scheme. 
Mr. W yndham, chief secretary for 
Ireland, deliverer! 
a straightforw ard 
explanation of how those unfortunate 
m isunderstandings arose. 
Mr. W ynd­ 
ham said he had given MacDonnell a 
free hand to deal with the situation. 
They had di cussed the situation to­ 
gether. 
He 
knew that 
MacDonnell 
and Lord Dun raven had boon consider­ 
ing a reform schem e; but he did not 
know all the term s of their plan and 
for 
this 
reason 
the trouble 
arose, 
W yndham opposing a partially elected 
board schem e proposed by MacDon­ 
nell in the press. 
The night session was taken up by 
T, VV. Russell, W inston Churchill and 
others, who bitterly assailed the gov­ 
ernm ent's 
m anagem ent of Irish 
af­ 
fairs and the E arl of Dudley’s adm in­ 
istration. 
A special cabinet meeting has been 
summoned to discuss 
the situation. 
Until after the m eeting of the cabinet 
probably nothing will bo know n defi­ 
nitely as to the outcome of the Mac­ 
Donnell affair. 
Despite official denial 
there is a strong im pression that the 
crisis will not end without some modi- 
ficat ion of I he cabinet.

London. Feb. 21.— In moving as an 
tin end men t to the address In reply to 
the speech from the throne the decla­ 
ration 
that “the present system of 
government (of Ireland) is opposed to 
the will of the Irish people,” John E. 
Redmond led the Irish party in the 
house of commons during the day in 
an attack that contained for the Con­ 
servative ministery more of menace 
than lay in the fiscal debate precipi­ 
tated by Mr. Asquith’s amendment 
last week. The Redmond amendment 
was carefully calculated, in fact, to 
undermine the government’s majority. 
Interest in the debate was intensified 
hv a well defined report in the lobbies, 
and which quickly spread elsewhere, 
that the liitrl of Dudley had resigned 
the lord lieutenantcy of Ireland. This 
report, which was given wide credence, 
although denied, put heart !n the Na­ 
tionalist.s, who made the attack on the 
Earl of Dudley one of the features of 
their speeches. 
The debate drew crowded galleries, 
and peers especially were noticeable. 
The critical situation, coupled with 
the clever tactics of the Irish Nation­ 
alists, kept the galleries interested 
and al^rt until midnight. 


Demand for Home Rule. 
Mr. Redmond's speech was an un­ 
compromising demand for home rule, 
lie directly and unsparingly charged 
individual members of the Irish admin­ 
istration 
with 
incompetency. Both 
Redmond and Mr. Moore (Irish Union­ 
ist), who followed, made a special 
point of whai they termed the “shame­ 
ful treatment” of Kir Antony MacDon- 
nell in connection with the now fa­ 
mous differences in the ministry over 
the devolution scheme. 
Mr. Wyndham, chief secretary for 
Ireland, delivered a straightforward 
explanation of how those unfortunate 
misunderstandings arose. Mr. Wynd­ 
ham said he had given MacDonnell a 
free hand to deal with the situation. 
They had di Missed the situation to­ 
gether. He knew that 
MacDonnell 
and Lord Dunraven had been consider­ 
ing a reform scheme; hut he did not 
know all the terms of their plan and 
for this reason the trouble arose, 
Wyndham opposing a partially elected 
board scheme proposed by MacDon­ 
nell in the press. 
The night session was taken up by 
T. W. Russell, Winston Churchill and 
others, who bitterly assailed the gov­ 
ernment’s management of Irish af­ 
fairs and the Earl of Dudley’s admin- 
i tration.

Accepted That Accruing to Him as 
Railroad Director. 
Washington, Feb. 
21.—Testimony 
before the house committee on inter­ 
state and foreign commerce, which is 
investigating the affairs of the Panama 
Railway company, show that notwith­ 
standing 
the 
letter of 
Chairman 
Grunsky to Chairman Hepburn, read 
to the committee Saturday, in which 
it was stated that Grunsky had re­ 
turned his first fee as a director of the 
road, that he had afterwards taken the 
next 
fee and 
all others accruing, 
amounting in all to $250. The state­ 
ment was made by Vice President 
Drake of the road. In stating in his 
letter that he had returned the first 
fee because he considered it was com­ 
pensation in opposition to the presi­ 
dent’s order, Mr. Grunsky quotes the 
minutes 
of the 
canal 
commission 
meeting held just after he hail return­ 
ed the fee and which contain the 
statement of Admiral Walker that the 
president did not consider the fee “an 
additional compensation” and that it 
was not in violation of his own order. 
Mr. Grunsky, however, did not explain 
in his letter that afterwards he had 
taken the foe. 
“The United States could, as the 
owner of the Panama railway from 
Colon to Panama, establish a steam­ 
ship line from Panama to San Fran­ 
cisco and put every transcontinental 
railway out of business.” 
This was the statement of R. L. 
Walker, general manager of the Pana­ 
ma railway, after a general discussion 
of rates at the afternoon session. 
Mr. Mann had asked if it was not
